Westminster. It has been said thats 
dike three feet. and a half high is ample 
to-keep out the water at the highest 
tides. If so, the cost of dikivg will not 
be very expensive, nor difficult to keep 
in repair. In the Maritime Provinces 
some of the best lands are 
diked marshes; but the dikes are gener— 
ally very bigh ond very cvstly to con- 
struct, and expessive to keep in good 
condition. But the delta of the Fraser 
bas the advantage, whilst the land -is 
«equally good ; and the cost of recovery 
far less. Possibly no district ‘in the 
Province would eqaal the Lower Fraser, 
if ite delta were diked and cultivated. 
In fact, we don’t know another tract 
in the Province where so large 
an asgricuitural settlement could be 
formed. ence the importance of diking 
gut the water slong tbe delta as soon as 
pessible. We presume if « dike law be 
pessd, a commission will be appointed 
to tex each land holder according to bis 
acreege to make the dike ; and if Gov- 
ernment has any lands within the diked 
tract among settlers, that it should con- 
tribute its share, and take its pay by » 
higber price for its marsh so recovered. 
We don’t know a single measure that is 
set forth in the addresses of the New 
Westminster candidates that equals in 
importance the dike law ; and we hope 
that, when the members of that district 
come down tu attend to their Legislative 
duties, they will be supplied with such 
data as will induce the Legislature to 
make some intelligent legislation oo the 
subject. 


A Deputy Parliament. 


Last year, if we mistake not, a com- 
mittee wes appointed by the Imperial 
. House of Commons to report on the best 
means of pushing parliamentary business 
through rapidly. Apparently no practi- 
cal resolt bas followed. The six or seven 
hundred members still telk and do bat 
litle work. The-law making machine 
hes evidently to be improved or necessary 
measures required by the state will be too 


long delayed. Stewart Mill, in one of 
his treatises maintains thet the proper use 
of a large parliament is to settle general 
principles, and thebalance of the work 
of law-making should be done by a smal- 
Jer and more practical body. The Pail 
Mall Gazette seems inclined to a similar 
Opinion, if one may judge from its 
recent review of the “ Sessiou aad Minis- 
tty.” > It'says: 

‘« The barren results of the Session, now 
drawing to a close, point to the conclusion 
that-one of the “ wants of the age ’’ is a kind 
of deputy Parliament and deputy Government, 
whose business it should be to transact all 
useful legislation, leaving the ornamental 
part of the affair ta the present occupants of 
St. Stephen's and Downing-street. It would 
be an advantage to the country at the present 
moment if, when ‘‘ our statesmen and legis- 
lators are off to the moors or the seaside”’ 
(as the newspaners are never tired of telling 
us will be the case in another fortnight), a 
real hard-working House of Commons and 

- Government were to take possession of their 
benches, and without further ado pick up all 
the useful measures that bave been drepped 
duriug the Session, and carry them into 
effect before Christmas. These deputies 
would waste no time in discussing questions 
which bave been thoroughly sifted by Royal 
Commissions, and every detail of which is to 
be found in printed blue beoks. The: would 
be uninfluenced by personal, social, or party 
consideratious. ‘* Measures, not men,” 
would be their guiding principle. With a 
hearty good will they would legislate not for 
their own but for their country’s good; and 
when the chief Houses of Parliament and the 
chief Government returned in February from 
their ‘-relaxation,’’ they would find that the 
recommendations of the Royal Sanitary Com- 
mission had been acted upon, the truck ques- 
tion settled,the Mines Regulation Bill passed, 
the water companies brought under control, 
the municipality of London reformed, the 
army reorganized, a public prosecutor ap— 
pointed, and a host of sorely needed reforms 
effected ; in fact, the deputies would have 
made a cleor sweep of the shelves in Down- 
ing-street, the Home office, and Gwydyr 
House, and the chief Parliament might then 
enjoy several months of dreary discussion on 
questions calculated in its opinion to promote 
its personal glory and add toits well-deserv- 
ed popularity, while the, working deputies 
might retire into insignificance until the hol- 
idays came round again.”’

A CHARGE OF FIRING OFFAOQUNS WITHIN THE CITY 
Limits. 


‘A charge was made yesterday before the |. 


Magistrate by J. McTeigh, teamster, against 
two young colored lads, Scott and Keithley— 
for firing off theie guas within the city limits. 
The case created some interest and some 
little fun. Mr, Biship defended the accused. 

JoLn McTeigh was sworn, und said be saw 
Keithley in court (one of the boys accused.) 
The boys were on lot No. 6, within the city 
limits. when Keithley fired. 

To Mr Bishop—lIf it ja not within the city 
limits,—I pay taxes for my property for being 
in the city limits. ; 

Cross-examined by Mr. Bishop—I was not 
on my own property at the time ;-I didn’t say 
if they woulda’t go away, I would break their 
bloody necks; I never mentioned anything 
about chickens to them. Scvtt said he 
waso't after castore; [This was an allusion 
to a recent case iv court againat the witness. } 
This was not the cause of my making com- 
plaint, I was afraid machildren would be io- 
jured; they were in the field alongside, 
picking mushrooms. 

To the, Court—The boys fired before these 
wordsatall. 

To Mr, Bishop—I will swear one of them 
fired a gun. They turned around and abused 
me wheu I said I would inform Mr. Pember- 
ton on them. 

A map of the city was produced to show 
the positon of the property upon which the 
accused Were trespassing. Position on map 
pointed out, and it was shown that it was 
within the city limits. 

A little boy, M. McTeigh, 11 years old, son 
of the prosecutor, was sworn, having first 
been examined as to the nature of an oath. 
He saw the boy accused in court; saw him 
with @ gun the other day; my father was 
present aud my brother; the boy accused 
shot off the guu; my father told them not w 
shoot. 

Mr. Bishop cross-examined Michael for the 
defence, who suid: the boy was in the lane 
buck of my house when he fired the shot; I 
was as far as the other side of the street from 
him at the time. 

The accused was charged with infringing 
the: Corporation By-Law ia pursuance of the 
Act of 1862. 

Mr. Bishop—for the defence stated, the 
Ordinance of '6Y repealed this part of the 
Actof’62 and there was po later by-iaw; besides 
the boy's evidence coutradicted that of bis 
father’s. He might perhaps plead extenua- 
tion. The Act of '62 was repesled in '67 and 
of course the by-law with regard to wantonly 
shooting was done awny with and was never 
te enacted ; the Ordinunce of '67 was framed 
for revenue purposes. 

The Court was under the impression that 
there is a recent by-law. 

Mr. Biship said be‘had been informed by 
the City Clerk that there was not any—and 
asked that the case be djsmissed. 

The Magistrate said be would take a note 
of that—and would take time to satisfy bim- 
se.f before adjudicating. It is but proper 
that a Magistrate holding his position should 
take cognizance of the charge. 

Mr. Bishop produced a printed copy of the 
revised siatates ; if bis first objection failed, 
then he would fall. back upon another. He 
objected to the jurisdiction of the court ; if 
the Acts were not so produced. In the copy 
of the statutes he held, the re-enactment did 
not apprar. 

The magis‘rate said be would*take a note 
of that point also. 

Mr. Bishop also would object if the Munici- 
pal By-law wece not produced, and it ought to 
have been published far seven days «fter its 
passing. He would ask that the case be not 
proceeded with. Further, there was no proof 
that the by-law had been allowed by the gov- 
ernor. He said he bad three more ubjections 
to offet, the most important is section’ 62, 
providing for the coming in furce of the Act. 
This was Mr. B.'s legal cuse. With regard 
tu the merits of the cage, the father says the 
boy was in the field and the boy says in the 
laut, when the gun! was discharged, The 
boys were withia their proper limits; 
oue of the boys retorted, -‘I/m not after 
castors,” aud this is the causé of the char,é. 
The boys weve going home like good boys 
should and fired their guus in thé air to pro- 
vide against accident. Mr. McTeigh was 
committing @ trespass as muchas the boys. 
He asked to dismiss tle case on all these 
grounds. 

Mr, Bishop to the bench—I don’t deny 
the fact that the shot was fired. The boy 
believes be was without the limits when the 
shot was fired. 

Wm: Scott was examined for the defence. 
{ was out shooting last Monday with Louis 
Keithley. I saw Mr. McTeigh in the ficid 
back of his house. Keitnley went down the 
field to shoot « biue-jay. Dr. McTeigh came 
and ‘‘bollered’’ to us, ind then Keithley came 
up from the field. The prosecutor suid we 
bad no business around there. He saii there 
was a ciicken on the fence, and we had better 
shoot that; be also said be would come over 
there and break our d—d necks with the gua. 
Keithley fired off his gun in Pembroke street; 
I didn’t know anything of the city limits at 
the time. The cause of the threat was that 
we said it was none of bis business ; be was 
angry because we didn’t go away; we said we 
bada’t shot off our guns yet, We fired them 
off in the lane pointing them up in the air, 
because we didn’t want to take them home 
loaded. 

Mr. Bishop—I'd call your Worship’s atten- 
tion to the wording in the ordinance ‘ wan- 
tonly.” 

Mr. McTeigh then cross examined the wit- 
ness. He was tuld to go to h—1 by one of 
the accused 

McTeigh's information against Scott was 
then read and the charge was similar to last 
—as may be gathered generally from report 
above. : 

Mr. Bishop didn’t want to cross-examine ; 
he would accept the evidence as in the other 
cuse. 

‘The bench would reserve judgment with 
regard to the objections raised. 

Mr Hayward and Mr. Phelps spoke as to 
the character of the boys. 

The magistrate referred to the recent gua 
accident nexr town; and it was expediem 
that the firing off of guns in the city limits 
should be probibited. If there is not a suf- 
ficient ordinance, there oughtto be. There 
is a nuisance experienced from persons carry 
ing guns. He would pronounce judgment 
next Monday.

THe ‘* coLonsT” LiBBL. 


The following opinion of Mr. McCreight, 
the counsel for the Corporation in the matter 
of the article which appeared in the Colonist 
rome time since, was read by the Clerk: 

“T think that some of the passages to 
which I bave been referred in the Colonist 
newspaper, reflecting onthe City Council, 
are actionable, and the chief question seems 
to be as to the form of the proceedings to be 
taken for the purpose of obtaining redress. 

When it is proposed to make the Corpora- 
tion plaintiffs, the question at once arises of 
whom does the Corporation exist. Their Act 
States that ‘the inbabitants of the tract of 
tand specified,’ &c., ‘shall be incorporated, 
aod that the Government of the city stiall, 
subject, &c., be placed under the control ot a 
Municipal Council.’ Now the newspaper 
articles reflect only upon the Council, and 
not even upon the entire Council, aod com- 
plain of their alleged misconduct in reference 
‘to the Corporation generally, It seems, there- 
fore; that an action brought in'ghe name of 
the Corporation might fail on the ground ot 
their not being the proper parties to sue; 
and it seems to follow that corporate funds 
should not be employed in vindicating the 
character of the aggrieved Councillors. 

Moreover, for injury to personal reputation, 
several parties cannot sue jointly, and each 
Couhcillor is only concerned with the vindi- 
catiun of his own character. If so, any 
Councillor who wishes to take legal proceed- 
inga must do so in his own name alone. 

Though it is iu the power of the Attorney 
General to file a criminal information for a 
libel, it is mot the practice to do so except in 
case of euch libels as are calculated to pro- 
duce some public mischief; such for instance 
as ‘tend to subvert religion, or morality, to 
excite discontent against the constitution, 
the sovereign, or the government of the 
sovereign, to involve the country in foreign 
wars, or to excite particular classes of people 
to acts of tumult and outrage, ‘as well as 
libels tending to bring into cuntempt the “ad- 
ministration of justice.’ 

And ia any. case, criminal proceedings, I 
think, would be very badly adapted to the 
vindication of character.

The Mayor said, that the opinion of Mr. 
McCreight settled the whole question, so far 
as the Musicipsl Council, as a body, was con- 
cerned. It clearly pointed out that the 
remedy the Councillors had was personal to 
each. That they could not sue as a body, 
nor jointly, but each for himself, 

Councillor Carey thought that the opinion 
was a most disjointed one; the learned coun- 
sel separated the Council from the Corpora- 
tion; be thought differently. 
opinion that Mr. McCreight had not been pro- 
perly instructed ; that the question had not 
been intelligibly given to him; be did not care 
personally about tbe slandervus nature of the 
article, but thought that decided steps should 
be taken by the Council in the matter, and 
that there should be no bialf measures, 

The Mayor said, be did nof think it weuld 
become the Council to question the soundness 
of the opinion of sucv an able lawyer as the 
Attoroey General, but if the Council thought 
the opinion was not definite enough on any 
point; the proper course would be to refer it 
to the commutiee for further information. 
For his own purt, be thought it perfectly 
plain and explicit, and could not see that any 
good would result from placiog the matter 
agaio before Mr. McCreight 

Councillor McMillan said that the decision 
was clearly against the Council; and he could 
not agree with Councillor Carey as to the 
Council beiug the Corporation; as the act 
pow stands, Le thought that the Council were 
only delegates (rom the Cerporation seat to 
manage the business of the c.ty. He was 
quite willing to submit to the vupinion ; he 
was satisfied that the Council bad been gross- 
ly libeled by the Colonist, but did ‘not thiok 
that if they went to law about it, they 
would be able to prove damages, as no re- 
spectable person in the city that he had heard 
speak about the matter expressed anything 
but the greatest contempt for the author of 
the lioelous article, nor did they believe a 
word of it. . : 

Councillor Mitchell thought that a public 
meeting sbould be called for the purpose of 
the Council showing to the public all tha: 
bad been done by them during office; he 
thought if that were done the Colonist 
would have to refute the article in deference 
to public opinion. 

The Mayor said that he did not agree with 
Counciller Mitchell that it would be expedient 


for bim (the Mayor) to call a public meeting. ‘ 


It would be inconsistent with the dignity of 
the Couacil to defer so much to theclamour of 
a wewspaper. He had not heard any respect- 
able person express bimselt as placing the 
least belief in the libellous strictures of the 
Colonist, and be believed the rate-payers re- 
garded the whole thing in the way he did, 
oamely : as a slanderous attack made for 
political ur otber purposes. If it were not so, 
the public who have a_right to know how the 
affairs of the city are conducted, ere this 
would have sent a requisition to bim askiog 
for an inquiry. Such a requisition signed 
by 30, 40 or 50 rate-payers he would feel 
bound to pay attention to. 

Councillor Carey made some further remarks 
and moved that the matter be referred back 
to the Committee with further instructions to 
be submitted for tLe opinion of counsel. 

The motion was seconded by, Councillor 
Gerow, and the question being put the mo- 


tion was lostby 3to2. The Council theo 
adjourned,
